The art of record considered as a whole, lone or in combination, neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious an articulated boom arm comprising a first kinked member having a drill guide 
at one end and a base pivot at the other, and a pair of pivoted links, one of the links having a first 
end pivoted at the base pivot, the other of the links having a drill pivotally mounted at a first end 
thereof the second ends of the first and second links being pivoted to each other wherein the drill 
is reciprocally linearly movable along the first member with a drill bit aligned with the drill 
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guide and at one extremity of the reciprocal movement both the pair of links are substantially 
longitudinally aligned and extend towards the drill guide and at the other extremity of the 
reciprocal movement both the pair of links are substantially longitudinally aligned and extend 
away from the drill guide.
